The  UNIVERSE,  edited  last  year  by  Kenneth  J.  Pace, 
Provo,  also  received  a similar  honor  for  the  first  semester  of 
1949.  With  only  five  other  such  awards  going  to  the  university

The  coveted  award,  given  to  un- 
iversity newspapers  with  superior 
rankings  in  overall  achievement, 
was  awarded  only  to  papers  with 
900  points  or  over.  According  to  the 
scorebook,  the  UNIVERSE  ranked 
955  points. 

Student  newspapers  are  judged 
in  four  departments:  news  value 
and  sources:  news  writing  and  ed- 
iting; headlines;  typography  and 
makeup;  and  department  pages  and 
special  features. 

The  UNIVERSE  ranked  high  in 
news  writing  and  editing  and  were 
highly  consistent  in  the  other  three 
categories.  News  content,  makeup, 
and  sportfl  coverage  and  treatment 
also  won  high  ratings. 

The  Associated  Collegiate  Press 
analyzes  and  rates  the  work  of  the 
student  publications  of  America  and 
thus  can  give  a comparison  of  each 
paper.  The  Universe  was  entered 
into  the  weekly  with  over  5,000  cir- 
was  analyzed  and  evaluated  ac- 
cording to  method  of  publication, 
type  of  school,  enrollment  of  school 
and  frequency  of  issue.

Dr.  Christen  Jensen,  former  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  at 
Brigham  Young  University,  is  the  newly  appointed  acting 
president  of  the  university,  it  was  reported  Tuesday  at  the 
regular  devotional. 

In  a student  assembly  held  in  the  Joseph  Smith  auditorium, 
George  Albert  Smith,  president  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
‘ the  university,  announced  Dr.  Jen- 

sen  to  the  post. 

In  temporarily  filling  the  position 
vacated  by  Howard  S.  McDonald, 
Dr.  Jensen  stated  that  his  appoint- 
ment hit  him  "with  the  shock  and 
surprise  of  an  atomic  blast." 

It  was  emphasized  that  the  elder 
professor  would  serve  only  until  a 
permanent  president  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

As  a faculty  member  of  41  years 
standing  and  a long-time  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School,  until  he  be- 
came an  emeritus  last  year,  Dr.  Jen- 
sen is  a familiar  figure  on  the 
Brigham  Young  campus.  He  is  wide- 
ly recognized  in  the  fields  of  pol- 
itical science  and  law. 

Dr.  Jensen  received  an  A.  B.  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Utah, 
1907;  M.  A.,  Harvard  University, 
1908;  and  Ph.D.,  University  of 
Chicago.  1921. 

Howard  S.  McDonald,  whom  Dr. 
Jensen  replaces,  became  president 
of  the  university  in  1945,  previously 
he  had  been  superintendent  of  Salt 
Lake  City  schools.  He  is  now  head- 
ing the  recently  formed  Los  Angeles 
State  College  of  Applied  Arts  and 
Sciences.
